Legal Report. 


As there is at present a shortage of hard wood 
timber in Brunei, it was desired to restrict the export 
of timber. This would normally have been done under 
Customs legislation, but the Brunei Government, for 
administrative reasons, desired that the control should 
be administered by the Forest Officer; further the 
Brunei Customs Enactment (Enactment No.2 of 1906) is 
far from satisfactory. Consequently it was decided to 
amend the Forest Enactment, 1934. 

2 This Enactment amends section 52(ii) of the 
Forest Enactment so as to enable the Resident to make 
rules regulating or prohibiting the import or export 


of forest produce.
